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Introduction 


The 1982-83 Annual Report emphasized 
financial restraint. During the Plan’s 17th fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1984, the emphasis on 
financial restraint continued. 


Administrative cost savings have resulted 
from a number of measures which are 
designed to maintain the delivery of necessary 
legal aid services while evermindful of the 
taxpayers’ dollar. 


In December, 1983, the Provincial Office and 

the York County Area Director’s Office 

new premises which, over the next 10 years, will 
result in substantial savings as a result of the 
reduction of rent, the utilization of joint facilities 
and computer systems. 


The streamlining of administrative procedures 
as recommended by a consulting firm are 
producing further savings. For instance, the 
introduction of the Standard Form of Solicitor’s 
Account for billings under $900 has achieved the 
objective of reducing the time required to 
process an account as well as reducing the cost 
of legal accounts staff through the reassignment 
of positions and attrition. A pre-audit and 
post-audit procedure was also developed to 
ensure proper payment to lawyers acting for 
legal aid clients. 


It should be noted that these administrative 
innovations were accomplished without any 
adverse affect on the Plan’s ability to deliver 
legal services to the hundreds of thousands of 
Ontario citizens who look to the Plan each year 
for assistance. 


Unfortunately, as we reported last year, the 
question of fees paid to lawyers continues to 
be one of grave concern to The Law Society. 


In December, 1983, as a result of the work of 
two Sub-Committees, a report recommending 
changes to the legal aid tariffs was approved 

by the Legal Aid Committee and adopted by 
Convocation. These proposed amendments to 
the tariff were presented to the Attorney General 
and negotiations between the Law Society and 
the Ministry continued throughout 1984 without 
resolution. 


In the midst of these negotiations, the Globe and 
Mail, in a feature story dated June 18, 1984, 
warned the public that the Plan, praised as the 
“Cadillac of the North American Legal System” 
was in jeopardy. 


“The problem is money; not enough of it. 


Lawyers say the hourly fees they can charge 
the Government for their legal aid clients 
are too low in some cases to cover office 
overhead. 


Unless the Government increases the tariffs 
substantially, they say, more lawyers will 
withdraw and the system could soon fall 
apart.” 


So far the recommended tariff changes remain 
unapproved. 


However, despite the fact that the tariff has not 
been increased since July, 1983, and despite 

the fact that costs continue to rise with respect 
to maintaining efficient law offices in today’s 
economy, the Plan records, with great appreciation, 
that more than 5,000 lawyers on panels 
responded to the needs of legal aid clients 
during the fiscal year. 


The Ontario Legal Aid Plan was saddened by the 
death of W.B. Common Esq., Q.C., in April, 

1984. Mr. Common, who chaired the Joint 
Committee on Legal Aid in 1963 — and whose 
report became the foundation of the legal aid 
system for Ontario — has aptly been described 
as one of the founding fathers of the Judicare 
Plan. As Mr. Justice John H. Osler, Chairman 

of the 1974 Task Force on Legal Aid, commented 
in his Report on the work of the Joint 
Committee:- 


“Having reviewed the then existing voluntary 
Plan and decided that it was inadequate and 
could not survive meaningfully, the Joint 
Committee on Legal Aid stated in 1965 its 
conclusion ‘... that overwhelming opinion 
today is that Legal Aid should form part of the 
administration of justice in its broad sense. 

It is no longer a charity, but a right.... The 
Committee is satisfied that in Ontario the 


view of Legal Aid as a charity has changed and 
that this change will ultimately occur in 

other places where the traditions of democracy 
are adopted.’ ” 


It can be said that the Joint Committee’s 
contribution to the principle of “equality of 
justice” has affected not only the citizens of 
Ontario, but indeed, the citizens of Canada. 


The Plan will continue to exercise the utmost 
restraint in delivering necessary legal aid 
services, while at the same time, remain 
evermindful of the principles upon which the 
Plan was founded and to which the Plan must 
remain faithful. 


Financial and Statistical Data 


The total cost of the Plan during the fiscal year 
ended March 31, 1984, was $69.9 million. 


Provincial 


The Province of Ontario contributed $59,544,800 
during the year, an increase of $14,657,800 

over 1982-83. This increase was to allow the Plan 
to bring the payment of solicitors’ accounts 

onto a current basis. 


Federal 


The Federal Government has for some years 
contributed to the cost of the Plan in the area of 
criminal law through a cost-sharing agreement 
with the Province of Ontario. During the 1983-84 
fiscal year, the contribution will amount to 
approximately $10 million. This money is paid to 
the Provincial Government and credited to its 
General Revenue Fund. 


In July 1980, there was an amendment to the 
Regulation of the Federal Canada Assistance 
Plan through which civil legal aid costs for 
persons in need became cost-shared between 
Ontario and the Federal Government on a 
50-50 basis. 


In January, 1983, the Federal Government and 
the Province of Ontario reached agreement on a 
cost-sharing method to be retroactive to July, 
1980. 


Interest on Solicitors’ Trust Accounts 


The Law Society Act provides that the interest 
which accumulates in Solicitors’ Trust Accounts 
is paid to The Law Foundation of Ontario and 
that 75% of the amount received by the 
Foundation is paid to the Plan. For 1983-84 

this amounted to $5,735,000 compared with 
$9,148,020 in the previous year. (For a 
breakdown of the Legal Aid Dollar, see Appendix 
H.) 


Liens, Client Contributions and Recoveries 


During the Plan’s 17th fiscal year, contributions 
made by clients to the Legal Aid Fund totalled 
$2,957,146 compared with $2,519,359 last year. 
The amount of $1,336,830 ($1,396,931 last year) 
was received on account of client recoveries in 
civil matters. (See Appendix B). 


Included in the foregoing figures is an amount 
of $1,657,410 realized as a result of taking liens 
pursuant to Section 18 of The Legal Aid Act. 


As of March 31, 1984 there were accounts 
receivable from clients totalling $6,697,251 and 
$7,851,009 was receivable by reason of 
judgments for monetary recoveries and judgment 
for costs. At March 31, 1984 there were 29,403 
liens pursuant to Section 18 of The Legal 

Aid Act. These liens secure part or all of the 
cost of legal aid services in individual 

cases where the legally-aided client was 
unable to make a cash contribution but 

had equity in land. The value of such liens is 
estimated at $22,546,300. The corresponding 
figures for the previous year were 29,548 

liens with an estimated value of $21,572,939. 


Lawyers’ Contribution re: 25% 


The Legal Aid Act calls for a reduction of each 
lawyer of 25% of the net amount of his bill 
rendered in accordance with a tariff of fees. 

This is deemed to be the profession’s contribution 
to this social service and since its inception 

has amounted to $103,291,727. 
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Administrative Costs 


Administrative expenses to operate the Plan’s 
47 Area Offices and the Provincial Office 
including salaries, offices, rents, data processing 
and other related costs (as detailed in Appendix 
B), totalled $10,547,904 or 15.1% of the total 
cost of the Plan, compared with $9,479,920 or 
16.3% last year. 


The expenses to operate the Provincial Office 
during the fiscal year were $4,826,000, or 6.9% 
of the total cost of the Plan, compared to 
$4,112,679 for the fiscal year 1982-83. 


The administrative expenses to operate the 47 
Area Offices totalled $5,721,903, or 8.2% of the 
total cost of the Plan, compared to $5,367,251 in 
the previous fiscal year. 
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Certificates Issued 


Of the 122,358 individuals who applied, 87,001 
(or 71.1%) were approved for the issuance of a 
certificate — a decrease of 4% over last year. 
Certificates for criminal cases accounted for 
49,464 (56.9%) of the certificates issued and civil 
matters, mainly matrimonial, accounted for 
37,537 (43.1%) of the certificates issued. (See 
Appendix C). The remaining applications were 
refused. 


Duty Counsel Activity 


Duty Counsel activity across the Province 
maintained its upward trend throughout the 
fiscal year with 248,725 individuals receiving 
summary legal advice and/or representation in 
Ontario’s Provincial Courts (Criminal and 
Family) compared with 244,626 last year — an 
increase of 1.7%. (For a detailed comparison of 
figures for the current and previous years, see 
Appendix E). 


Average Cost of Criminal Cases 


The majority of legal aid criminal cases were 
heard by Provincial Court Judges exercising 


Average Cost of Civil Cases 


In completed civil cases, the average cost 
in fees and disbursements rose from $523 in 
1982-83 to $542 in 1983-84. 


Of the completed civil cases, 81% concerned 
domestic matters. In 1983-84 there were 6,487 
contested divorce actions completed for 
payment compared with 5,671 in the previous 
year and 18,957 cases were for other domestic 
matters compared with 16,074 in the previous 
year. (Appendix F lists the details of both 
completed criminal and civil cases. For a 
complete analysis of completed legal aid cases 
by Court, see Appendix G.) 


criminal jurisdiction and 41,889 cases were 


completed before such Courts. 


The average cost of a completed criminal case 
rose from $523 in 1982-83 to $531 in 1983-84. 


Average Cost of Legal Advice 


The average cost of legal advice provided 
pursuant to a certificate was $63, compared with 
$59 for the previous year. (See Appendix F). 
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Legal Accounts Department 


During the fiscal year ended March 23, 1984, 
the Ontario Legal Aid Plan processed for 
payment 86,243 solicitors’ accounts. 37,902 
were paid in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 101 of The Legal Aid Regulation. 
43,341 were settled by the Legal Accounts 
Officer. Of the total number, 8,141 were 
interim and supplementary accounts. 


At the end of the fiscal year, in criminal 
matters, all accounts were being processed 
within 30 days. In civil matters, Standard Form 
Accounts were being processed within 30 days, 
and accounts were being settled by the Legal 
Accounts Officer within 3 months. 


The statutory contribution of 25% made to the 
operation of the Plan by the legal profession 
amounted to $14,397,039. The total amount 
contributed by the profession since the inception 
of the Plan now totals $103,291,727. 


Tariff 


The level of fees paid to lawyers acting for 
legally-aided clients continued to be of 
concern to the Plan during the fiscal year. 


When the Plan was established in 1967, fees 

paid to lawyers were set to reflect the fees which 
might ordinarily be paid by a client of “modest 
means”. In addition, the fees were statutorily 
reduced by 25% to reflect the contribution by 

the participating members of the Bar. 
Approximately 5,000 lawyers act for one or more 
legally-aided clients each year. 


The 1967 fee schedule remained in effect 
“intil 1972, when fees were increased by 
approximately 25%. Those fees were not 
revised until 1979, at which time they were 
increased by approximately 20%. 


During the 1982-83 fiscal year, the Legal Aid 
Committee and The Law Society recommended 
an increase of 30% to the Tariff — noting that the 
consumer price index published by Statistics 
Canada showed an increase of 31.7% since the 
last tariff increase. 


In January, 1983, the Attorney General announced 


two 5% increases (one effective July 1, 1982, 


and the other effective July 1, 1983). The 
Attorney General’s announcement of the 
increases also referred to an agreement between 
The Law Society and the Ministry of the 
Attorney General to conduct an annual review of 
the Tariff. 


In March, 1983, a group of concerned lawyers 
organized three study sessions on legal aid. In 
June, 1983, the Social Planning Council of 
Metropolitan Toronto issued a Report which 
supported increased legal aid fees and this was 
echoed in September, 1983, in a Report 
prepared by Judge Rosalie S. Abella of the 
Provincial Court, Family Division. 


Subsequently, two Sub-Committees of the Legal 
Aid Committee, reviewed both the civil and 
criminal tariff and, in December, 1983, their 
reports — which recommended a substantial 
increase in the tariff —- were approved by both the 
Legal Aid Committee and The Law Society. 


The proposed amendments to the tariffs were 
presented to the Attorney General in December, 
1983. Since then, discussions have continued 
between The Law Society and the Ministry. 


Meanwhile, the Canadian Bar Association — 
Ontario, released its report on the tariff in 
November, 1983, and also urged a considerable 
increase in legal aid fees. 


In his response to the Canadian Bar Association 
— Ontario branch’s Report, the Attorney 
General commented, “. . . there is no doubt that 
strong and widespread support in the legal 
profession for a significant tariff increase would 
be a most persuasive factor in the decision- 
making process.” 


As a result, the Canadian Bar Association - 
Ontario, organized a campaign to marshal 
support from the Bar. Within a matter of 
months, over 5,000 lawyers had indicated their 
dissatisfaction with the existing Legal Aid 
Tariffs and both the Attorney General and some 
of his Cabinet colleagues were made aware of 
the profession’s concerns. 


The Law Society noted, in its Report to the 
Attorney General in December 1983, that the 
current schedule of fees is far below the intent 
of the Joint Committee. In 1965, the Joint 
Committee recommended that the “new” Act 
should provide for payment of a reasonable sum 
for services rendered in Legal Aid proceedings. 


This was based on the premise that Legal Aid 
should not be a charitable operation but 

should be available as a matter of right. It was 
felt that the only way that the Plan could 

work was to ensure that indigent clients had the 
right to call upon counsel of their choice who 
would provide services for a fee that was 
reasonably commensurate with the fee that 
would be earned on a private basis. Accordingly, 
it was recommended that a lawyer doing civil 
Legal Aid work would submit his bill to the 
Taxing Officer on the same basis that he 

would charge a private client but that he would 
receive 75% of his fee as taxed. The 25% 
reduction would constitute his contribution to 
the Plan on the basis of his professional 
responsibility to the public. For criminal work, a 
tariff was to be developed and again the 

lawyer would receive 75% of the tariff fee. 


The Report also pointed out that since 1979, 
average law office staff salaries have increased 
37%; rents in the downtown Toronto area are 
up between 110% and 118%; telephone expenses 
have increased by 56%; postage has gone up by 
137%; the cost of basic law library texts has 
increased between 46% and 74%; business tax 
is up 41%; office equipment service agreements 
have jumped by 57% and professional fees 
(Law Society, Canadian Bar) have increased 
between 131% and 150%. 


Fees Paid to Lawyers 


Seventy-seven per cent of the 5,061 lawyers in 
Ontario who billed the Plan during the last 
fiscal year for their services were paid less than 
$10,000. The following is a breakdown of the 
sums paid to lawyers, in ranges:

Audit Procedures 


In January, 1983, Convocation approved a 
Mechanization Feasibility Study Report 
prepared by the Management Consulting firm 
of Laventhol & Horwath. 


The report outlined methods of automating the 
administrative procedures of the Ontario Legal 
Aid Plan, including the Legal Accounts 
Department. 


The report recommended the implementation 
of a Standard Form of Solicitor’s Account which 
would eliminate much of the previous routine 

in processing a solicitor’s account under the 
Plan. 


The Attorney General was of the view that 
pre-audit and post-audit of accounts processed 
on a “Standard Form of Account” is necessary on 
a selected basis, to protect tax funds. 


The Legal Aid Committee approved a report 
setting out pre-audit procedures as follows:- 


“Every tenth account rendered on a Standard 
Form is to be reviewed in detail and settled 
by the Legal Accounts Examiners, and also a 
letter is to be sent to such client, enquiring 
as to whether or not he/she has received a 
copy of the solicitor’s account in accordance 
with the Legal Aid Act”. A post-audit 
procedure was also developed and has been 
implemented by the Plan. 


To supplement audit procedures, the Sub- 
Committee dealing with Amendments to the 
Regulation, drafted, and Convocation approved, 
the following amendments:- 


(1) “Where the Director has reasonable grounds 
to believe that an account as submitted is 
not, or was not properly payable under the 
Act, this Regulation or the Schedules to 
this Regulation, the Director may request the 
Law Society to determine whether the 
account is, or was, properly payable and the 
request may be made before or after the 
payment of the account. 


(2) The costs of an investigation made by the 
Law Society, pursuant to a request made 
under Subsection (1) shall be paid out of the 
Fund.” 


Mechanization Project — 
Computerization 


As recorded in the 1983 Annual Report, the 

Legal Aid Committee in December, 1982, retained 
the consulting firm of Laventhol & Horwath to 
study methods of automating the administrative 
procedures of the Plan presented in its Report 

to the Committee. The report and most of its 
recommendations, were accepted and an 
Implementation Team was established.

The firm’s recommendations were categorized 
in three time frames; immediate, short-term and 
long-term. The short-term and immediate term 
recommendations have now been implemented. 


The short-term recommendations included 

new procedures and a Standard Form for the 
submission of Duty Counsel accounts; the 
design and introduction of a Standard Form for 
certificate accounts and the installation of a 
computer on the premises of the Plan to replace 
the current use of outside computer services. 
The Duty Counsel Standard Form was 
implemented in May, 1983; the in-house computer 
system was installed in August, 1983, and the 
certificate Standard Form of account was tested 
in September, 1983, and went into effect in 
November, 1983. 


The immediate recommendations concerned 
streamlining internal procedures and have been 
mostly completed, with the result that 
solicitor’s accounts are being processed for 
prompter payment. 


The major long-term recommendation is the 
design and implementation of a computer- 
based management information and data 
processing system which is expected to be 
completed by March, 1985. 


The new system has resulted in staff savings 
through increased productivity. A net reduction 
of 11 staff, through attrition and internal staff 
transfer, has been accomplished concurrently 
with reduction of the backlog of solicitor’s 
accounts and a greatly improved payment 
processing cycle. 


During the next year, the computer system will 
be introduced into other operational areas of 
the Plan, most importantly, the Collections 
Department and the York Area Office. Similar 
productivity gains are expected and there is 
every indication that the savings forecast by 
the original study will accrue. 


Administration 


Tribute to W.B. Common, Esq., Q.C. 


W.B. Common, Esq., Q.C., Chairman of the 

Joint Committee on Legal Aid, on whose report 
the present Legal Aid Plan in Ontario was 
founded, passed away on Tuesday, April 4, 1984. 


The Legal Aid Committee and Convocation 
formally recorded the great contribution which 
the late Mr. Common made in ensuring equal 
justice to the citizens of Ontario as one of the 
founding fathers of the Ontario Legal Aid Plan. 


Appointment of Deputy Director, Appeals 


Under the Legal Aid Legislation, it is clear that 
the function of the Director in deciding 

Appeals under Section 14 (4) and Section 16 (10) 
of the Act is quasi-judicial and, therefore, 

cannot be sub-delegated to an Associate 
Provincial Director. 


Section 14 (4) reads as follows:- 


“14 (4). An appeal lies to the Director from a 
decision of the area legal aid committee 
dismissing an application under this section.” 


Section 16 (10) reads as follows:- 


“16 (10). An appeal lies to the area committee 
from the refusal of the area director to issue a 
certificate or from a cancellation of a 
certificate and a further appeal lies to the 
Director at the instance of the area director 
from the decision of the area committee 
allowing an appeal under this subsection.” 


The Provincial Director had delegated such 
responsibilities to the Associate Provincial 
Director in view of the volume of appeals which 
emanated under the aforementioned sections. 


The Director also delegated responsibility under 
Section 16 (11) of the Act, which reads as 
follows:- 
“16 (11). The Director may issue a certificate 
to an appellant or respondent in a criminal 
appeal where the Supreme Court of Canada 
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or the Court of Appeal for Ontario is of the 
opinion that it is desirable in the interests of 
justice that the appellant or respondent should 
be represented and has requested that 

counsel be appointed and the Director is 
satisfied that the appellant or respondent 

has not sufficient means to employ counsel.” 


In February, 1984, the Legal Aid Committee 
recommended and Convocation approved, the 
appointment of Mrs. J. Glyde Hone, Solicitor, 
to the post of Deputy Director, Appeals. The 
Attorney General subsequently confirmed this 
appointment. 


Appointment of Student Legal Aid 
Representative 


Kevin Whitaker, Osgoode Hall Law School, 
Student Legal Aid Representative to the Legal 
Aid Committee, tendered his resignation and 
advised that Ms. Frances Gregory, Osgoode Hall 
Law School, had been elected by the 
Association of Student Legal Aid Societies of 
Ontario to fill the position for the year 1984-85. 


Appointment of Area Director — Bruce and 
Grey Counties 


Larry Easto, Esq., Solicitor, Area Director for 
Bruce and Grey Counties resigned as Area 
Director. Peter MacDonald, Esq., Q.C., has 
been appointed Area Director for the said 
counties. 


Appointment of Area Director — Niagara 
South 


Fred Cash, Solicitor, Area Director for Niagara 
South, resigned as Area Director and retired from 
active practice. James V. Railton, Solicitor, has 
been appointed Area Director for the said 
County. 


Appointment of Area Director — Waterloo 
County 


James C.M. Gothard, Solicitor, Area Director 

for Waterloo County, retired. Paul Seitz, Solicitor, 
has been appointed Area Director for the said 
County. 


Appointment of Area Director — York Region 


In February 1984, Convocation approved the 
appointment of Robert Bruce Carson, Solicitor, 
as Area Director, York Region — a new judicial 
district. 


Special Projects Co-ordinator 


In February 1984, Harold J. Levy, Esq,., 

Solicitor, Special Projects Co-ordinator, resigned 
from the Plan upon his appointment as Special 
Advisor to The Law Reform Commission of 
Canada. The Plan records its deep appreciation 
to Mr. Levy for the many innovative ideas he 
introduced to the Plan, such as the Mentor 
Programme. 


Legal Aid Committee Meetings 


The Plan is administered for The Law Society 
of Upper Canada through the Legal Aid 
Committee comprising 14 Sub-Committees. 


The Legal Aid Committee met 11 times during 
the fiscal year to review legal aid policy, 

receive and consider reports from the numerous 
meetings of its Sub-Committees and to resolve 
issues which arose during that period. 


All Committee members serve on a volunteer 
basis and it is evident that the Benchers, 
Non-Bencher members of the legal profession, 
lay representatives and one law student give 
valuable hours of their time to ensure the 
proper administration of legal aid for the benefit 
of the citizens of this Province.

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Steering Committee 


(a) Quality of Legal Aid Services 


The Legal Aid Committee requested the 
Steering Committee to consider whether or 
not the quality of legal aid services should be 
monitored. 


During the fiscal year a report of the Steering 
Committee was received, noting that:- 


“The Steering Committee is satisfied that no 
serious decline is apparent at this time in 

the quality of legal aid service being delivered 
under the Plan and there is no apparent 
adverse trend in the age of the Bar 
participating in the delivery of legal aid 
services. The Steering Committee recommends 
that an assessment of the quality of service 
being delivered under the Plan be made 
annually and that such a report be referred 

to the Steering Committee.” 


(b) The Mental Health Act 


In April, 1983, the Legal Aid Committee 
received a request from the Ministry of 
Health seeking the involvement of The 

Legal Aid Plan with respect to implementation 
of Section 66 of The Mental Health Act. 


Section 66 reads as follows:- 


“66. Section 30a(1) — An attending physician 
who completes a certificate of involuntary 
admission or a certificate of renewal shall 
give or transmit a notice in writing of 
completion and filing of the certificate to 
the patient who is the subject of the 
certificate and to the Area Director for 
the area, in accordance with the Legal 
Aid Act, in which the psychiatric facility 
is located. 


(2) — A notice under Subsection (1) shall 
inform the patient and the Area 

Director that the patient or any person on 
his behalf is entitled to a hearing by the 
regional review board if the patient or the 
person gives or transmits to the officer 

in charge or to the regional review board 
notice in writing requiring a hearing 

and the patient or the person may so 
require such a hearing.” 


The Legal Aid Committee referred the request to 
the Steering Committee with authorization to 
meet with the Ministry of Health to ascertain 
how the Plan could work in conjunction with 
the Ministry in carrying out the unproclaimed 
amendments. 


The Steering Committee met with the Deputy 
Minister, Legal Counsel and the Executive 
Director of the Mental Health Division. After 
lengthy discussion on numerous points, 
representatives from the Ministry concluded that 
Section 66 was in need of clarification. 


On February 8, 1984, the Chairman of the Legal 
Aid Committee wrote to all Area Directors 
advising that he had had an opportunity to meet 
with various representatives of the Ministry 
with respect to the proclamation of this Section. 
The Ministry subsequently announced that on 
March 1, 1984, the aforementioned Section would 
come into force. The memorandum advised 
Area Directors that Section 66, as presently 
drafted, simply required that the Area 

Directors be notified of the admission to a 
psychiatric facility of an involuntary patient. 
The Area Director is not under any obligation to 
do anything upon the receipt of the certificate 
or notice. The forwarding of the notice to the 
Area Director is simply to forewarn the Area 
Director that the patient might make an 
application pursuant to the provisions of The 
Legal Aid Act for representation in the review 
process which is established under The Mental 
Health Act. 


The memorandum went on to state that, if the 
patient, in his discretion such as it may be, or 
upon the advice of the patient advocate, or 
indeed of some other person authorized to do so 
under The Mental Health Act, makes application 
for review and the services of a lawyer are 
sought, then if the patient or applicant is able 

to pay for this service, the private Bar should be 
available for that purpose. If, on the other 

hand, the patient or the applicant is entitled to 
legal aid, then the patient or applicant can 

make such application as is necessary and the 
patient advocate can assist the patient in 
making such application. 
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Sub-Committee Re: Amendments to 
Legal Aid Regulation 


(a) Lawyers Representing Jointly Accused 
Persons 


Robert E. Barnes, Esq., Q.C., Chairman of 
the Sub-committee appointed to review the 
Legal Aid Regulation and Forms, presented 
a report to the Legal Aid Committee at its 
March meeting. One of the items referred 
to in the said report reads as follows:- 


“In June, 1982, Convocation approved the 
following:- 


Section 84 


84 (6)-— In the event that jointly accused 
persons wish to be represented by a 
single firm of lawyers, only one 
solicitor shall act for the jointly 
accused persons and he may apply 
for counsel to assist him pursuant to 
this section. 

84(7) — Counsel or junior counsel may be 

selected from any legal aid panel but 

except with the approval of the 

area committee shall not be a person 

associated in the practice of law 

with the solicitor employing him. 

84(8) — A refusal made pursuant to the 

terms of this section shall be 

subject to appeal in the same 

manner as a refusal to issue a 

certificate.” 


Concern was expressed that many sole 
practitioners who share overhead costs 
would be prohibited from representing 
co-accused, therefore, the Legal Aid 
Committee requested that the proposed 
amendment be discussed with the Criminal 
Lawyers’ Association and the Advocates’ 
Society. 


The Legal Aid Committee after in depth review Sub-Committee Re: Family Violence 
of correspondence received from the Criminal 
Lawyers’ Association, recommended that the 
proposed amendment stand. In its letter, the 
Criminal Lawyers’ Association set out their 
interpretation of the amendment and the Legal 
Aid Committee agreed with this interpretation. 


In May, 1982, a Sub-committee under the 
Chairmanship of Victor Paisley, Esq., @.C., was

Mr. Robert Barnes had undertaken to return 
to the Legal Aid Committee and Convocation 
for further review any of the amendments 
which were not approved by the Ministry 

of the Attorney General and which involved 
matters of substance. The new Legal Aid 
Regulation is now in final draft and it is 
expected that the amendments will be 
approved by Legislative Counsel early in 
1985. 


3. Inrecognition of the immediate representation 
which must often be provided in Family 
Violence situations, the Area Directors 
should continue the current policy of 
providing emergency authorization by 
telephone or otherwise prior to the formal 
issuance of a certificate. 
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4. 


In exceptional circumstances, where the 
distressed party does not have a lawyer and 
an emergency situation exists requiring 
immediate legal representation, the Area 
Director should consider providing the 
name of a lawyer from the Panel. The Area 
Director may also consider appointing a 
lawyer to act as special Duty Counsel. 


Where circumstances permit, the Area 
Director should maintain a list of Duty 
Counsel who are most familiar with Family 
Violence matters. The members of this list 
should be people who have indicated an 
interest in Family Violence matters. Duty 
Counsel should be required annually to 
demonstrate what measures they have 
taken to improve their ability to represent 
people in this area. 


The Area Office staff should be prepared to 
provide any victim of Family Violence who 
wishes to lay charges in Family Violence 
situations with necessary information for 
locating a Justice of the Peace and 
launching the proceedings. 


In situations where the complainant is 

unable to persuade the Justice to commence 
proceedings or to obtain the necessary 
co-operation from the Police or the Crown 
Attorney’s Office, the Area Director should 
personally contact the Justice of the Peace or 
the authorities in order to ensure that the 
party has access to the redress which is 
sought. 


In instances where in spite of the Area 
Director’s efforts, a charge has still not 
been laid, the Area Director should consider 
providing a certificate for the purpose of 
assisting the applicant. 


Area Directors should continue to recognize 
the importance of making Duty Counsel 
available at Child Welfare hearings to advise 
parents of children where appropriate. 


In those cases where the Area Director has 
referred a person to a local agency, he should 
confirm with the person that assistance 

was rendered. 
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Area Directors’ Liaison Committee 


(a) Periodic Reviews of Area Offices 


The Area Directors’ Liaison Committee, 
under the Chairmanship of George E. 
Wallace, Esq., Q.C., met throughout the fiscal 
year and made various recommendations 
with respect to studying the existing 
administration of the Plan. The Committee 
authorized that periodic reviews be made of 
Area Offices at the discretion of the 

Director or his designate, with reports of 
such reviews being made to the Area 
Directors’ Liaison Committee as soon after 
the review as practicable. A meeting with 

the Area Committee is also to be held when it 
can be conveniently arranged. During the 
fiscal year, the Deputy Director, Legal and the 
Deputy Director, Finance conducted such 
periodic reviews in accordance with the 
Committee’s mandate. 


(b) Area Directors acting as Part-time 


Crown Attorneys 


The Committee also dealt with the matter 
of Area Directors acting as part-time Crown 
Attorneys. 


Objections had been raised by a lawyer with 
respect to the practice of an Area Director 
acting as a part-time Crown Attorney. 


The Committee approved the recommendation 
that:- 


“In the future, no person engaged in 
part-time prosecution duties of any kind 
should be appointed as an Area Director or 
Deputy Area Director and that all Area 
Directors be directed to ensure no actual 
conflict be allowed to arise in the performance 
of their duties. 


The Committee was of the opinion that it 
should not attempt to restrict individuals 
associated with the Area Director in practice 
in the acceptance of certificates. The 
Committee was also of the opinion that all 
appearances of conflict could only be 
eliminated when the Plan could manage to 
have no part-time Area Directors.” 


Convocation also approved this policy. 


Sub-Committee Re: Duty Counsel 
Representation 


In November, 1981, a Sub-Committee was 
appointed under the Chairmanship of R.J. Carter, 
Esq., Q.C., to study not only the cost-reduction 
aspect of Duty Counsel in large centres of the 
Province, but also to study the quality of Duty 
Counsel representation being provided throughout 
the Province. 


In March, 1982, Convocation approved a 
recommendation that a training period be 
established for Duty Counsel. 


The Legal Aid Committee at its December, 1983, 
meeting, approved a recommendation of the 
Sub-Committee that guidelines for Area 
Directors pursuant to Section 28 of the Legal Aid 
Regulation be established. 


Section 28 reads as follows:- 


“28-(1).The Law Society may establish standards 
of professional practice, training and 
experience for entry to and retention on 
any panel or sub-division of a panel or 
any class within any panel or sub-division 
of a panel. 


(2).The area director must not enter or 
retain the name of a solicitor on a panel 
or a sub-division of a panel or in any 
class within any panel or sub-division of a 
panel, unless the professional practice, 
training and experience of the solicitor 
meet the standards established by The 
Law Society for panel or sub-division. 
(3).Subsections (1) and (2) apply, 
notwithstanding Section 27.” 


The approved guidelines are as follows:- 


"Pursuant to Section 28 of the Regulation 
under the Legal Aid Act, the Law Society of 
Upper Canada hereby establishes that before 
the name of the solicitor may be entered or 
retained on a Duty Counsel Panel, the Area 
Director must be satisfied that the applicant 
has a level of expertise and ability necessary 
to provide the particular services offered by 
the Panel. 
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The Area Director may consider previous 
courtroom experience, training or educational 
programs taken and make any enquiries 
thought necessary to determine whether the 
applicant should be entered or retained on 
the Panel. 


Applicants may only be entered on a Panel 
after having served a probationary period of 
service consisting of six Duty Counsel 
assignments under the supervision of an 
experienced Duty Counsel.” 


Sub-Committee Re: The Young 
Offenders Act 


The Young Offenders Act is Federal legislation 
which was proclaimed on April 1, 1984. A new 
court was established and justice for young 
people was significantly changed. For the first 
year only, young people under the age of 16 

are affected. On April 1, 1985, 16 and 17 year old 
youths will also be included. 


Section 11 of The Young Offenders Act provides 
that young persons have the right to retain and 
instruct counsel. There is no reference to 
economic need. When a young person wishes to 
retain counsel but is unable to do so, the Youth 
Court is required to refer the young person to 
Legal Aid. If the young person is unable to obtain 
counsel through a Legal Aid Programme, the 
Attorney General may be required by the Court 
to appoint counsel to represent the young 
person. 


The Young Offenders Sub-Committee was 
established in February, 1984, to study the 
legislation and make recommendations as to 
how the Legal Aid Plan should respond to its 
requirements. In order to assist the Committee, 
each area office is maintaining detailed statistics 
and is reporting monthly. 


The Sub-Committee will make its final report in 
January, 1985. 


Sub-Committee Re: Public Information 


During the 1983-84 fiscal year, the Law Society 
of Upper Canada’s Information Department 
continued to publicize the Ontario Legal Aid 
Plan through:- 


— Distribution of The Legal Aid Letter and 
NewsUpdate (usually 6-8 times a year), 
which carries news about the Plan to about 
22,000 readers including all lawyers in 
Ontario, all media, judges, correctional 
institutions and individuals and agencies 
involved with the delivery of legal and social 
services in Ontario. Included are all 
Ontario MPPs and Ontario-based MPs and 
Senators. 


— Distribution of a pamphlet entitled “Legal 
Aid”. About 200,000 pamphlets were distributed 
during the fiscal year through mailings to 
individuals and bulk distribution through 
supermarkets, libraries, legal aid offices 
and clinics, lawyers’ offices, liquor stores, 
government offices, social service agencies, 
high schools etc. The pamphlet is available at 
no charge in English, French, Cree and 
Ojibway. It is currently being translated into 
Spanish, Portuguese and Italian. 


— Participation, in co-operation with The Law 
Society, in home shows/exhibitions in 
Hamilton, London, Ottawa, Sudbury, 
Georgetown and Toronto. Pamphlets were 
distributed to thousands of individuals, 
many of whom sought and obtained summary 
legal advice from volunteer lawyers 
manning The Law Society/Legal Aid booths. 


— Media “feature” interviews (radio, television, 
cable, newspapers, magazines) outlining 
the role of the Plan and, especially in the last 
year, pointing out the pressures on the Plan 
caused by increased demand for services due 
to economy downturn. 
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— Speaking engagements making the Plan 
known to service clubs, high school students 
and other interested groups. 


— Publication and circulation of the Plan’s 
Annual Report (which is also sent to all 
media in Ontario) to make individuals, 
groups etc., aware of the Plan’s activities in 
the previous fiscal year. 


In July, 1983, the Information Department 
organized a tour of five northern Ontario 

centres to hear the concerns of local members of 
the Bar and others regarding the Plan. Meetings 
were chaired by members of the Legal Aid 
Committee and received considerable media 
coverage. 


As a result of concerns expressed by many 
members of the Bar, the Legal Aid Committee 
authorized the Information Department to 
develop and conduct a public awareness 
campaign to better inform Ontario citizens of 
the crucial role played by Legal Aid in the 
Province’s justice system. Subsequently, the 
Legal Aid Committee approved a series of six 
newspaper features which focused on family 
law, criminal law, administrative law, community 
legal clinics as well as the Plan’s unique 
Research Facility. 


These features were placed in most daily 
newspapers in Ontario in the Fall of 1984 and 
appear to have been well received by the public 
and the profession. 


The awareness campaign also resulted in an 
increased interest with respect to the Plan’s role 
in the administration of justice. 


Sub-Committee re: Mediation and 
Assessments 


As a result of the proclamation of the Children’s 
Law Reform Act, the Legal Aid Committee 
appointed a Sub-Committee on Mediation and 
Assessments. The mandate of the Sub- 
Committee is to make recommendations to the 
Legal Aid Committee with respect to payment 
for the services of mediators and assessors in 
matrimonial matters where custody or access 
are in dispute. 


The Sub-Committee is chaired by Frances 
Kiteley. The other members are Craig Perkins, 
Ministry of the Attorney General and Dr. 
Barbara Landau, Lawyer and Mediator. 


To facilitate the task, the Sub-Committee has 
designed a research proposal entitled “The 
Family Mediation Project”. The objective of 
the project is to determine the cost and social 
effectiveness of mediation. 


The research project has been designed to allow 
a comparison between those cases in which 
mediation is undertaken and those where only 
litigation had occured. A significant feature of 
the project is that there will be a control group 
which will provide the basis for statistical 
comparisons. Another important feature is that 
the research design could be replicated in 

other parts of Canada and could therefore be of 
assistance in establishing long-term provincial 
and federal policy. 


Mediation is a tool increasingly in use for all 
issues arising out of marital breakdown. For 
purposes of the project, only the issues of 
custody and access will be mediated but it is 
expected that the results may permit 
recommendations with respect to the social and 
cost effectiveness of mediation on other issues 
such as property and support. 


The funding for the project has been obtained 
from the Federal Department of Justice, The Law 
Foundation of Ontario, the Ontario Ministry of 
the Attorney General and the Ontario Legal Aid 
Plan. 
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The project may take two years before the final 
report is available but it is anticipated that 
interim progress reports will be submitted. 


A project of this nature has never been 
undertaken before, but it is anticipated that it 
will have a significant impact both on the 
contribution by Legal Aid Plans to this alternate 
approach to dispute resolution and on family 
law throughout Canada. 


Student Legal Aid Societies 


The Plan funds six University-based legal aid 
societies which make use of law students, 
under faculty supervision. The societies assist 
both students and members of the public with 
a variety of legal problems and continue to be a 
valuable part of the Plan’s delivery of legal 
services. In many instances, the societies are 
involved not only in direct services but also in 
public legal education which serves to generally 
inform individuals about their legal rights and 
obligations. 


The increased level of funding for the societies 
during the past three. fiscal years ($374,898 for 
1981-82 compared with $478,000 for 1982-83 
and $549,000 for 1983-84) demonstrates the 
Plan’s and the Ministry of the Attorney 
General’s commitment to this method of 
delivering needed legal services to Ontario’s 
citizens. 


The Student Legal Aid Societies are located at 
the following Universities:- 

(a) University of Windsor 

(b) University of Western Ontario 

(c) University of Toronto 

(d) York University — Osgoode Hall 

(e) Queen’s University 

(f) University of Ottawa. 


Independent Community Legal Clinics 


The role of Independent Community Legal 
Clinics within the Ontario Legal Aid Plan 
continued to develop during the last fiscal 
year. 


The funds allocated for clinic funding 
increased from $6.9 million in 1982-83 to $8.3 
million in 1983-84. 


Since 1976, when 13 existing clinics were first 
funded by the Ontario Legal Aid Plan, the 
number of clinics has increased to 44 across the 
Province. In 1983-84, the Clinic Funding 
Committee approved funds to establish three 
new clinics. The new clinics funded were: 
Algoma Community Legal Clinic in Sault Ste. 
Marie; Clinique Juridique Populaire de Prescott- 
Russell in Hawkesbury; and Advocacy Centre for 
the Elderly in Toronto. 


The Committee also approved the allocation of 
18 additional staff positions to existing clinics 
to assist them in better serving their communities. 


Clinic legal services continue to be provided 

by both lawyers and community legal workers. A 
number of clinics provide a wide range of 
general legal assistance and representation in 
such administrative law areas as workers’ 
compensation; unemployment insurance; welfare; 
pensions; immigration and employment rights. 
Clinics also assist with landlord/tenant disputes; 
debtor/creditor problems and family matters 
such as juvenile and child welfare problems. The 
Clinic Funding Committee has also continued 
funding some clinics which offer specialized 
legal services, including such matters as parole 
and sentencing (Queen’s Correctional Law 
Project), environmental law (the Canadian 
Environmental Law Association), law for the 
handicapped (the Advocacy Resource Centre 

for the Handicapped), children’s law (Justice for 
Children), workers’ compensation (Injured 
Workers’ Consultants and Industrial Accident 
Victims Group of Ontario), landlord/tenant 
problems (Metro Tenants Legal Services, 
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Landlord’s Self Help Centre and Tenant 
Hotline), and public legal education (Community 
Legal Education Ontario). As well, a number of 
clinics provide services to special communities, 
including the Spanish-speaking community in 
Toronto and native communities in Kenora, 
Sioux Lookout, Thunder Bay District and 
Moosonee/Moose Factory and the James Bay 
coast. 


In addition to case-related services, clinics have 
continued in 1983-84 to fulfil their special 
mandate under the Regulation “to encourage 
access” to legal services and to provide 

services “designed to promote the legal welfare” 
of their communities. Many clinics initiated 
community legal education and preventive law 
activities during the fiscal year, assisted with 
significant law reform proposals, and engaged in 
widespread efforts to create better access to 
law. In addition, the Committee has continued its 
funding for Community Legal Education 
Ontario, an organization devoted entirely to 
public legal education activities in the 

Province. 


The Committee has responsibility under the 
Regulation proclaimed in force in June, 1979, for 
the administration and policy affecting 
community clinics. In accordance with the 
Regulation, and the clinic certificate signed on 
behalf of the Plan and by each clinic, community 
clinics are also administered by Boards of 
Directors elected by, and representative of, the 
communities served by the clinics. The Boards 
must establish financial eligibility guidelines and 
case priorities for the work of the clinic, and 

are financially accountable to the Clinic Funding 
Committee. The members of clinic Boards of 
Directors continued in 1983-84 to provide many 
hours of volunteer time and energy to clinic 
work, thereby contributing much to the successful 
operation of community legal clinics. 


Roger Yachetti, Esq., Q.C., Bencher, who had 
served as Chairman of the Clinic Funding 
Committee since November, 1982, resigned in 
August, 1983, due to other Law Society 
commitments. The Ontario Legal Aid Plan is 
grateful to him for his contribution to 
community legal clinics. 


Hugh Guthrie, Esq., @.C., Bencher, was 
appointed Chairman of the Clinic Funding 
Committee by The Law Society of Upper 
Canada. 


Thomas Bastedo, Esq., Q.C., Bencher, was 
appointed Vice-Chairman of the Clinic Funding 
Committee by The Law Society of Upper 
Canada. Mr. Bastedo had been previously 
associated with clinics, as a downtown 
supervisor for Parkdale Community Legal 
Services and as a founding Board member of 
Justice for Children. 


The other members of the Committee 

continued to include: Berta Zaccardi, Solicitor; 
Douglas Ewart, Ministry of the Attorney 

General and Glenn Carter, Ministry of the Attorney 
General. 


The Clinic Funding Committee continued to 
provide funds in 1983-84 to assist clinic staff in 
maintaining high-quality legal services. Funds 
were provided to the Southwest Regional 
Association of Clinics for regular staff training 
sessions throughout the year. The Advocacy 
Resource Centre for the Handicapped was 
funded to provide four regional workshops for 
clinic staff on Law and the Handicapped. A 
workshop for clinic staff on practice before 

the Social Assistance Review Board was also 
funded by the Committee. A workshop for 
northern clinics on workers’ compensation law 
was held in March, 1984. The Committee also 
funded a seminar in Toronto for WCB Specialists, 
which reviewed the changes to the Workers’ 
Compensation Act, recommended by the Standing 
Committee on Resource Development. In 

March, 1984, clinic staff attended a two-day 
workshop on unemployment insurance law. 
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Four clinic lawyers were also funded to attend 
the Intensive Trial Advocacy Workshop 
sponsored by Osgoode Hall Law School at York 
University. 


The Clinic Funding Regulation recognizes the 
complementary aspects of clinic services in 
relation to the traditional fee-for-service program 
of the Ontario Legal Aid Plan. The two 

branches of the Plan continue to work together 
to try to ensure that necessary legal services 

are readily available to low-income citizens of 
the Province. 


Area Committees 


As in previous years, the Plan records with 
gratitude the voluntary assistance provided by 
over 600 lawyers and lay members of the 
Province’s 47 Legal Aid Area Committees. 


Each of the Plan’s Area Offices depends 

heavily on its volunteer Area Committee 
members to consider appeals from refusals of 
Area Directors to grant legal aid and to make 
recommendations on applications involving 
such matters as appeals to the Supreme Court of 
Canada, the Court of Appeal for Ontario and 
other appeal tribunals. 


In the last fiscal year, Area Committee 
members considered 2,865 appeals regarding 
legal aid pursuant to Section 16 of The Legal 
Aid Act (involving appeals from refusal to grant 
legal aid certificates), down from 3,215 last 
year. The Area Committee members also 
considered about 3,000 applications for legal 
aid under Section 14 of The Legal Aid Act 
(dealing with appeals). 


(An area-by-area breakdown for the first type of 
case is provided in Appendix I and the names 
of Area Committee members are listed in 
Appendix L). 


The Research Facility 


The Research Facility is a centralized legal 
research unit. It does tailor-made legal research 
for lawyers throughout Ontario for their Legal 
Aid files. 


In the fiscal year ending March 31, 1984, the 
Research Facility completed almost 1,700 
separate legal research files and now produces 
2,000 research files per year. This represents an 
increase in productivity of 41% in the last two 
years. In the same two year period, 1982 to 1984, 
the Research Facility’s cost per research file 

has dropped 15% (in actual dollar costs without 
compensating for inflation). 


This increase in productivity is due to the unique 
technology of centralized legal research which 
has been developed by the Director of Research 
and his staff. The increase in productivity has 
allowed the Research Facility to do a greater 
volume of civil research, mainly family law. 

The resulting increase in the Research Facility’s 
database progressively reduces the cost per 

file and has allowed the Research Facility to add 
more memoranda to its catalogue of standard 
memoranda which it sells to lawyers across 
Canada. 


These standard memoranda were created to 
allow a greater number of research requests 
arising from Legal Aid files to be completed each 
year. They have had a dramatic effect upon the 
Research Facility’s productivity; and advertising 
the Research Facility’s catalogue has caused a 
dramatic increase in the numbers of Legal Aid 
research files, thus inducing more lawyers to 
choose to have the Research Facility do their 
research rather than charging the Ontario 

Legal Aid Plan for doing the research themselves. 
Therefore, the Research Facility’s services 
provided to Legal Aid files, and its commercial 
catalogue sales, are mutually complementary 
operations, each rendering the other more cost 
efficient. 


In the summer of 1983 a survey of users of the 
Facility’s services revealed that 95% of the 
lawyers who responded reported that using 
the Research Facility for their Legal Aid files 
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reduced their preparation time for court. The 
survey also revealed that lawyers wished the 
Facility to expand its research services into 
other fields of law. 


The Mentor Program 


The Mentor Program, which is designed to 
provide a direct link between junior and senior 
members of the Bar continued to be used 
extensively during the past year. The Program 
was established to assist junior lawyers handling 
cases for legally-aided clients to obtain 

guidance from senior counsel regarding tactical 
and ethical problems. 


Approximately 45 requests for assistance are 
received each week which is a slight increase 
from last year. There are 22 family law mentors 
and 29 criminal law mentors. 


Arrangements are being made to expand the 
panels in order to increase the number of 
mentors who practise outside Metropolitan 
Toronto. It is hoped that by so doing, the 
mentors will be more familiar with local 
problems and circumstances. In addition, this 
expansion should help to defray the long 
distance telephone expenses incurred by the 
mentees. 


Appeals to the Provincial Director 


The Provincial Director is empowered pursuant 
to the Legal Aid Act to determine ultimate 
entitlement to legal aid in the following 
circumstances:- 


(1) Section 14 (4) to determine appeals from 
the refusal of an Area Committee to issue a 
certificate in appellate matters etc., 


(2) Section 16 (9) to dispose of applications for 
legal aid by persons not ordinarily resident in 
Ontario; 


(3) Section 16 (10) to determine appeals by 
Area Directors from a decision of an Area 
Committee granting a certificate; and 


(4) Section 16 (11) to respond to requests by 
the Supreme Court of Canada or the Ontario 
Court of Appeal to appoint counsel for an 


appellant or a respondent in a criminal appeal. 


All of these matters are routinely dealt with by 
the Deputy Director, Appeals, on the Provincial 
Director’s behalf. 


During the fiscal year there was a significant 
increase (122%) in the number of appeals to the 
Provincial Director from the refusal of an Area 
Committee to issue a certificate in appellate 
matters. During the fiscal year, 338 such appeals 
were determined, of which 35 were allowed 

and approximately two-thirds related to criminal 
matters. 


Approximately 1,200 applications were considered 
pursuant to Section 16 (9) — that is by persons 
“not ordinarily resident in Ontario”. A significant 
percentage of those applications were from 
residents of other provinces of Canada. The Plan 
is a party to a Reciprocal Agreement with the 
other provinces and territories concerning the 
provision of civil legal aid. It is also party to 

the Federal Provincial Cost-Sharing Agreement 
respecting criminal legal aid, the terms of 

which require that the Plan consider all 
Canadians as if they were Ontario residents for 
the purpose of considering their entitlement to 
legal aid in criminal! matters. The numbers of 
such other Canadians seeking criminal legal aid 
are not included in the total of 1,200 previously 
mentioned. The Plan is continuing to experience 
an increasing number of applications for legal 
aid from aliens, particularly in criminal and 
immigration matters. 


In the fiscal year, 15 appeals were considered 
from Area Directors from a decision of an 
Area Committee granting a certificate. Of that 
number, the Area Director was upheld on 13 
occasions. 


Collections 


In the past four fiscal years, the Collection 
Department has made steady improvement to 
the Plan’s recovery on liens and delinquent 
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receivables. During the period between 1981 
and 1984, the revenue increased approximately 
50% for contributions and approximately 30% 
for costs — generally an overall 50% increase. 


The Plan received $2,893,632 from costs and 
contributions for 1981 compared with $4,293,976 
for 1984. 


It should also be noted that further savings of 
between $60,000 to $70,000 for the four-year 
period accrued to the Plan from the re- 
negotiating of third-party collection agency 
rates. 


Investigation Department 


The Plan’s Investigator conducted 325 
investigations during the fiscal year. Of that 
number, 162 requests were made by Area 
Directors — most regarding the financial eligibility 
of applicants for legal aid. 45 requests were 
made by the Provincial Director’s Office, 42 
investigations were prompted by complaints 
from lawyers and legally-aided clients and there 
were 75 investigations of a general nature. 


Conclusion 


The Legal Aid Plan in Ontario depends upon 
the dedication and hard work of hundreds of 
individuals, both lawyers and lay persons, who 
continue to voluntarily take part in the Plan’s 
administration. Among those who should be 
singled out are the more than 600 citizens who 
make crucial decisions regarding legal aid 
services in individual cases through volunteer 
service on the Plan’s 47 area committees. 


In addition, the Plan acknowledges its 
indebtedness to the men and women who attend 
numerous meetings of the Legal Aid Committee 
and its many Sub-Committees and who serve in 
formulating policy within The Law Society of 
Upper Canada. 


Without the support of these numerous 
volunteers, the Plan would be unable to 
accomplish all that is set out in this Annual 
Report.
